Meeting held on Oct. 9 
for new service club

A chartered Didsbury-Carstairs Rotary Club will soon 
become a reality if community interest keeps going at its 
current rate. 

Wayne McCune, a member of the Olds Rotary Club, has 
been assisting Ernie Ryckman, who is also an Olds mem¬ 
ber, in an effort to gamer interest for the service club in 
the two communities. 

McCune said he is happy with the response he’s been 
seeing so far. 

About 20 people came to the breakfast meeting on 
Tuesday, Oct 9, said McCune, who noted the storm that 
occurred the night before did hold some people 
back. 

“Unfortunately, the weather killed us,” said McCune. 
“Otherwise w< would have had another 40. like at the first 
meeting.” 

"We L 4 i few new guests come ’oday,” he added, “and 
it’s put us into probably eight to 10 members confirmed 
for our club locally.” 

He noted that it takes about 25 members to charter a 
club, so they are well on their way. 

“In the rural instances it may be a little less, we’re just 
not sure yet,” he said. “But we feel that’s within reach 
quite comfortably, because we have barely canvassed in 
Carstairs." 

The new sendee club is going to be sponsored by the 
Olds Rotary Club, and McCune noted that it will be a club- 
within-a-club while it sets up and accepts members. 

“The club-within-a-club concept is totally supported by 
the Olds (club’s) board of directors and the club at large. 
There are about 42 members there,” he added. 

“They’re going to shadow us with their executives and 
make sure that everything we’re doing is as right as we 
can. So we’ve got a lot of leadership to help us there.”

dren’s babysitting to tod¬ 
dlers' dance. There’s a lot 
of different programs that 
are run right out of this 
facility.” 

During the school year, 
she said, DNR offers differ¬ 
ent things like girls days 
out, youth nights out, tod¬ 
dler programming, and a 
babysitting program. The 
after-school program, 
I)()SCA. which is based out 
of Ross Ford Elementary is 
actually run through the 
DNR office, she added. 

“And our programming 
changes on a regular 
basis," said Sanford. “We 
also do a lot of referrals 
here so we have a lot of 
people new to town com¬ 
ing in to kind of see what 
the community has to offer 
and so we have things we 
give out like the Didsbury 
Living Guide, you know dif¬ 
ferent things like that.” 

She said that DNP tries to 
be the connection point for 
locals, helping newcomers 
get their bearings in a new 


place. 

“Especially when you’re 
getting families in who 
don't have anybody that 
they really know in the 
community,” noted 

Sanford. 

“They may not have the 
relatives (here) and this is 
a great program to get to 
come in and meet other 
parents and other chil¬ 
dren, things like that.” 

The last location was 
lacking in size, she said, 
and with this new one, 
there is plenty of space to 
accommodate the wide 
variety of programs that 
DNP offers. 

In the old location, she 
said, the sitting areas and 
play areas were all 
“squished together” and 
with the new facility, they 
now have the space to 
accommodate a play area, 
as well as a sitting area that 
can be kept somewhat sep¬ 
arated from each other. 

“If we need to have a 
meeting or something, we 


can be having a meeting 
over there while the chil¬ 
dren’s program is going 
on,” she noted. “It’s a lot 
better setup for the kids 
(too), they have more room 
to play for sure, compared 
to what they had at the 
other location. 

“It’s not a huge facility, 
but it works great for us.” 

Besides the extra space 
and different layout, 
Sanford added “The 
downtown location is 
wonderful. We’re noticing 
a lot of traffic coming 
through, stopping and 
looking at our posters, 
and looking at what we 
have to offer. We didn’t 
always get that at our 
other location, so 1 would 
say this is prime location 
for us." 

She said that the location 
also makes it much easier 
to answer inquirers that 
“we’re just in Victoria 
mall,” because most people 
know and recognize the 
building.

Didsbury Neighborhood 
Place celebrated the grand 
opening of its new expand¬ 
ed location at Victoria 
Square Mall Sept. 28. 

Jolene Sanford, a com¬ 
munity development coor¬ 
dinator who works out of 
the DNP office, said the 
new location is working 
out well so far. 

“It’s wonderful here," 
said Sanford. “We have 
approximately another 500 
square feet here, but it’s a 
much different setup, so 
we have a lot more pro¬ 
gram area versus office 
area and that's what we 
were needing." 

The DNP is a place in 
town that residents can use 
to connect with the com¬ 
munity, she noted. 

“We also have our pro¬ 
grams which are run by the 
town that run out of here 
as well. So anything from 
C’PR and first aid to chil¬ 
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Project Roret to provide medical access to Kenyans 


Health is a major issue in 
the area surrounding the 
village of Roret, Kenya, as 
there is no medical clinic in 
the village. 

Dental care and basic 
public health programs are 
non-existent in this area. 

People have to pay for 
any medical care they 
receive (including hospital 
care) which can be a diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, 
thing to do for many people 
there. 

We plan to build and staff 
a public health clinic to 
improve basic health care 
such as dental care, pre- 
and post-natal care, vacci¬ 
nation programs, malaria 
prevention, nutrition, and 
general hygiene practices 
to name a few. 

There is a shortage of 
doctors in Kenya, so we 
would like to try and work 
towards being able to pro¬ 
vide full medical care in the 
future. By focusing initially 
on preventive health meas¬ 
ures, we will si ill be able to 
significantly improve the 
community’s health out¬ 
look. 

The most basic public 
health need is, of course, 
dean water. 

The water in the rift val¬ 
ley area, where the village 
of Roret lies, is salty. To 
reach sweet water, vil¬ 
lagers have to drill down 


around 500 feet. 

There are no 
sweet water 

wells in the vil¬ 
lage and 

although there 
is a pipeline 
coming in, it is 
often turned off 
for extended 
periods of time, 
forcing people 
to walk to the 
nearest dirty river 
access their water. 


We plan to 
drill a well near 
the village to 
provide consis¬ 
tent and clean 
water for drink¬ 
ing, as well as to 
irrigate a com¬ 
munity garden 
and supply 
water for the 
school and pub¬ 
lic health clinic. 
We are going to employ 
local health practitioners 


such as nurses and public 
health administrators but 
we will also have access to 
teams of medical and den¬ 
tal volunteers ready and 
willing to help develop the 
programs and mentor 
them.

It was about 3 p.m. last Friday when my c at Spyryt 
approached our family dog Lady who was lying in her 
lied.

An hour 
increasingly ill and weak at the age 
of 18, was taken to the vet. It was 
her time. 

She passed away peacefully, 
loved by her humans, adored by 
the cat she raised. 

After the dreaded duty with the 
vet, Lady’s bed was immediately 
put outside. But Spryrt immediate¬ 
ly positioned himself on her 
canine friend’s former resting 
spot. There he stayed motionless 

for more than an hour. 

Spyryt’s mourning was a heart-wrenching moment. It 
was also a huge reminder that humans do not have the 
market cornered on grief. 

But what is grieving when it comes to our pets, our 
furry friends who too often and unfairly exist in our lives 
as mere distractions for the so-called all-consuming prior¬ 
ities of the day? 

When they are suddenly gone how do we accurately 
measure that loss? Do we freely discuss this among 
friends and co-workers? Do we even allow ourselves to 
acknowledge it? 

As a writer I am supposed to put all this in words but it 
can be such an abstract thing, something articulated only 
in whispers or disjointed scribblings. 

However, I do take comfort by noting an Olds man’s 
words from a story I wrote in last week’s Albertan about 
Thing, the Burmese python and friend of businessman 
Dean Harper, who passed away in September. 

“Some people might say, ‘He was just a snake’, just like* 
they would for a dog or a cat,” said Harper, owner of 
Wrappin About Reptiles who placed an obituary on the 
death of Thing in the local newspaper. 

“But I had the same kind of attachment for him as long 
as I had him.” 

Thing was indeed special for Harper. They were 
friends. 

Lady was special too. She was also my friend. 

For several days it was difficult to talk about her. But 
my daughter Darlana was able to write about how she 
felt. I read it to Lady while she was resting in her bed with 
Spyryt. 

“You were always there for me. Always. No matter how- 
insurmountable life became, you have been a constant 
source of love and support. Nothing and no one could 
ever take your place. I hope your life with us has been 
everything a dog could want," wrote Darlana. 

“When I was a young child and you entered my life, I 
could never have imagined how you would enrich it. I 
could never have foreseen how you would stay through 
everything until I reached a place of true happiness once 
again. 

“Maybe that is what you were waiting for all along. 
Every doubt I had, every problem I faced, you were there 
with unending understanding and love.” 

And I do know the love Darlana speaks of is uncondi¬ 
tional. 

Our animal friends offer this every day. I saw this 
repeatedly with Lady, even in her last hours. 

I also saw this with Spyryt during her special moment 
with Lady. 

It was a fitting end that will last forever, a moment of 
greater understanding for a willing human.

Immigration Appeal Division, 
reducing the amount of time 
certain criminals can remain in 
Canada by up to 14 months, he 
says.

“The reason I wrote the 
letter,” said Andrews, “was 
because I was so disap¬ 
pointed in the acts of oth¬ 
ers and how it hurt my son.

Another reason she had 
written the letter, she 
added, was that she hoped 
that whoever had commit¬ 
ted the wrong would make 
restitution. 

“Please convey our great 
appreciation for people’s 
generosity," she said, “I 
have been telling him 
about it and he is very 
touched, but our son has 
been given a bike to use, so 
raising money for another 
one doesn't feel right.”

Drug and alcohol communication seminar forgotten

A dismal turnout met George MacLeod 
last Tuesday at the Didsbury High School, 
when not a single parent showed up to 
attend his seminar on how to talk to kids 
and teens about drugs and alcohol. 

MacLeod is contracted by McMan Youth 
Family and Community Services 
Association to work with youth and par¬ 
ents in the Central Alberta region, as well 
as the Alternate School Centre in Red 
Deer Public School Division, helping kids 
work through issues with addiction. 

“McMan," said MacLeod, “as well as 
offering the Seven Challenges Program to 
schools and individuals, or families pri¬ 
vately, are seeking to expand their servic¬ 
es. They recently held a fundraiser for a 
residential treatment facility, which 
would serve adolescents and their fami¬ 


lies in the Central Alberta region, using 
the Seven Challenges Program.” 

His role is basically two-fold, he noted. 
“One is to work with kids around sub¬ 
stance issues and that’s offering different 
programs, like the Seven Challenges 
Program, which is a long-term treatment 
program, and then there’s one called the 
Brief Challenges Program, which is more 
like just four sessions with the kids. 

“Secondly,” he added, “it's to educate 
parents, as they often don’t know how to 
talk to their kids about drugs." 

It can be pretty awkward, he noted, 
because plain lecturing, scare tactics, and 
punishment rarely work well. 

“What I was going to talk about in that 
workshop,” he said, “is different ways in 
which you talk with kids and part of that 
is being knowledgeable about the dnigs." 

He said it’s important to be informed as 
a parent, so that when parents do decide

to talk to their kids, they are speaking 
from knowledge rather than ignorance. 

“My goal is to equip parents with some 
tools and skills around communicating 
and also not just what you say, but how 
you say it. 

“There’s a specific way with adoles¬ 
cents... you’re listening, truly listening to 
what your kid is saying, and then you’re 
taking that into account and sharing with 
them your views on that in a respectful 
way, not in preachy mode or ‘I’m going to 
scare the hell out of you,’ but in a way t hat 
the kid will listen.” 

He noted that if parents can do that, and 
keep the lines of communication open, 
results will be much more positive, 
because kids are going to talk about drugs 
and most parents would prefer that it be 
with them, rather than other youths. 

“It’s a challenge, because some parents 
might have to change their style of com¬ 
munication. What worked when they were 
little kids may not work when they're 
teenagers. 

“It’s important that we start young,” said 
MacLeod. "Talk to your kids when they’re 
young and keep talking to them when 


they’re older. But it’s much harder 
because the natural thing of adolescents 
is to be independent and that’s when ado¬ 
lescents start questioning things about 
adults and beliefs and all that stuff, which 
is natural. 

“But we, as parents, need to be in there 
having that dialogue with them instead of 
standing on the edge watching them come 
to their own conclusions." 

If parents and adults don’t educate their 
kids, he added, they’re going to get their 
information from their friends. 

“That’s what I’m trying to promote is 
that connection and dialogue between 
kids and adults, whereby they can have a 
respectful, honest conversation about 
drugs, learn from one another, and come 
to some agreements,” he said. 

Since the first seminar didn’t have the 
turnout he had hoped for, he said he has 
been talking with Andrea Caines, a family 
wellness worker at the high school, to 
host another one in the near future.

have hoped for, really, considering 
how few players we have.”
